1 THOUGHT that readers might be 
interested in this small slice of 
Barry’s history. 

On May 24, 1969, the mayor of the borough of 
Barry, Conn Ken Miles, was due to greet a party of 
visitors from Barry’s German twinned town, 
Rheinfelden. 

This was one of his earliest engagements as 
mayor, and Conn Miles was understandably 
nervous, and keen to make a good impression on 
the visitors. 

When he went to meet them at the Water’s Edge 
Hotel, he was greeted very heartily, but he was 
slightly taken aback when they insisted on 
changing some of plans made for that day. 

They asked Conn Miles to arrange for a wreath 
to be bought at short notice and for him to take 
them to the cenotaph at the Memorial Hall that day, 
because they wanted to pay their respects to the 
war dead of Barry in the 25th year after the end of 
the war. 

This is Conn Miles’ diary entry recording what 
happened that day: “This ... was quite 
unprogrammed and spontaneous. At 11.30am at 
the Memorial Hall, the two choirs from Barry and 
Rheinfelden gather in a half circle around the

cenotaph... then follows the most moving ceremony 
I have ever been involved in. 

“The Germans sing a hymn. Representatives of 
two former warring nations (only 25 years ago) are 
together, in a friendly spirit of common endeavour. 

I shake my head to restrain the tears that are 
beginning to well up. After the ceremony is over, I 
hastily excuse myself and walk away on my own, I 
sense understanding among everyone present. 

“We return to the Water’s Edge, and as we enter, 
the German deputy mayor seizes my hand, and in 
the presence of the other Germans he tells me that 
he understands my feelings, that the is war over, 
‘thank God’. Everyone suffered, mainly the 
ordinary people, through rw fault of their own.” 

This occasion had a big impact on Conn Miles, 
who also said that some of the visitors had obvious 
injuries sustained during fighting, including one 
man with facial paralysis caused by a bullet 
through the jaw. 

Conn Miles was a young politician who wanted 
to make the world a better place. He was my late 
father, and I feel privileged to have this little piece 
of history to share.

the infrastructure, 
amenities and 
services they need, 
while developers 
are winning every 
battle to build 
more housing in 
the Vale. 

The Vale lacks a 
robust transport plan 
that tackles the 
problems we experience 
on Port Road, and at 
Culverhouse Cross and 
Barons Court junctions. 
Proposals to build 
expensive new roads 
will only result in us 
reaching the queues at 
the bottlenecks a bit 
sooner. 

We need to 
thoroughly explore all 
options for better public 
transport, building on 
the proposed South 
Wales Metro. These 
include tram-trains on 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
line, which are cheaper 
to operate and have 
better acceleration and 
deceleration than 
conventional trains, 
enabling new stations to 
be provided perhaps at 
Rhoose Point, 

Fontygary and 
Llandow, as well as 
destinations in Cardiff. 
They can also increase 
service frequencies and 
improve safety and wait 
times at crossings. 

Services need to be 
regular throughout the 


day and evening, and at 
weekends. Hourly 
services, such as the 
bus and rail services 
currently serving 
Rhoose, result in 
unacceptable waiting 
times. It is also 
important to ensure that 
public transport is 
priced competitively 
and is affordable for 
everyone. 

The needs of 
children in our 
communities are not 
given enough thought. 
Our communities need 
high quality leisure 
facilities that do not 
require us to drive to 
reach them, and open 
spaces. It seems that 
developers are very 
good at minimising the 
amount of ‘open space’ 
contained within their 
developments. 

I have accepted an 
invitation from Plaid to 
stand for election in 
Rhoose. With a seat at 
the council’s table, I 
would have more 
influence on the 
decisions that affect us 
all. I would also be

ON June 9 a party from 
Penarth Aviation Society made 
its way - on a trip organised by 
Barrie Howell - across the 
Severn Bridge to visit the Fleet 
Air Arm Museum at Yeovilton.

Society member Brian Thomas, who 
had a large part to play in the Concorde 
project, was able to regale us with extra 
details and snippets that the museum 
cannot display. 

Among the aircraft in the hall are 
also found two experimental delta¬ 
winged aircraft built to explore both 
high and low speed flight 
characteristics of the delta 
configuration and thus aid the 
development of Concorde. 

With all this (and more) to see and 
explore, the group left the museum 
having had a truly memorable outing.

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News from 
the Penarth 
and District 
Ramblers 


FOLLOWING a 
day of hefty 
downpours with a 
rumble of thunder 
thrown in, for the 11 
walkers who joined 
Joy from Penarth 
and District 

Ramblers in 

Wenvoe village for 
an evening ramble, 
thoughts drifted as 
to whether they 
would be in for a 
soaking, but, as luck 
would have it, the 
evening remained 
dry and fairly 
warm. 

Starting from the 12th 
century St Mary’s 
Church with its neat 
well-manicured 
churchyard and tramping 
along Old Port Road, 
then up past the village 
library and along 
Walston Road, a short 
climb led them through 
Pound Lane to the 
delightful Poundfield 
Farm. 

A narrow path led into 
Wenvoe Wood and a 
quick reminder that back 
in the mid 1990s, the 
group footpath officer, 
Nina Smith, became 
embroiled in a long fight 
to reinstate this footpath, 
after a request from the 
landowner to have it 
extinguished. She finally 
won, and affectionately 
this path became known 
to the group as Nina’s 
path. 

Following the muddy 
Burdonshill Lane and 
entering a field, along the 
northwest boundary at St 
Lythans, a wild orchard 
planted by the Wenvoe 
Wildlife Group which, 
when mature will contain 
fruit too sour for human 
consumption, but adored 
by wildlife. 

Long-grassed 
meadows led on to St 
Lythans Road and up the 
lane to Lodge House 
Farm, where several 


rabbits bobbed across the 
driveway into Coed 
Rhosyn a small wood 
containing some fine tall 
copper or purple beech 
trees. 

A series of stiles led 
into a field of long wet 
grass and tall barley 
slowly turning golden, on 
towards the Downs at St 
Lythans, then following a 
wide muddy track with 
deep puddles to the two 
masts at Wenvoe 
transmitting station 
dominating the skyline. 

Some road walking 
led onto a rough track 
where a buzzard 
swooped low overhead 
and following a muddy 
trail through pretty 
woodland behind the 
Whitehall Quarries, there 
were glorious sunny 
views across the Bristol 
Channel towards Steep 
Holm and Bream Down, 
and a short descent led 
back into Wenvoe.

roles of an MP to 
make themselves 
available to discuss 
any issue, large or 
small. 

I pay tribute to Jo 
Cox - an MP that I 
was getting to know 
through the corridors 
of Westminster. Our 
paths hadn’t crossed 
many times, but when 
they did I found her 
charming but with a 
real sense of purpose 
to use her role in 
Parliament as a force 
for good. 

The loss of Jo Cox 
also reminds me of the 
risks taken on a daily 
basis by many people 
in a variety of 
professions - in the 
role of protecting the 
public. Nurses, 
doctors and 
paramedics can be 
exposed to significant 
risk on a daily basis, 
treating individuals in 
situations that are 
often fraught with risk 
- they deserve our 
unwavering respect for 
performing their 
duties in the name of 
public service. 

The same 

admiration should be 
shown to our police 
and fire crews who 
bravely perform their 
duties across the Vale 
with no fuss or 
fanfare. They put their 
own lives at risk in any 
situation to protect the 
lives of all of us. 

It has been a 
difficult period for all 
MPs, making us all 
step back and think 
about how best to 
serve our constituents. 
Public life involves 
risk, but I am 
determined to continue 
to make myself 
available to 
constituents across the 
Vale.

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Social worker struck off 
for ^significant’ data 
protection breach 


A SOCIAL worker who left 
confidential information 
about vulnerable children 
and their families at the 
home of a service user has 
been removed from the 
Register of Social Care 
Workers. 

Malcolm Whittaker, who was 
employed in the care management 
team of children and young 
persons services at the Vale 
Council at the time of the incident, 
was found guilty of misconduct 
during a two-day Care Council for 
Wales hearing. 

Mr Whittaker - who attended 
the beginning of the hearing in 
Cardiff only to leave before the 
council’s presenter put forward its 
case - was accused of leaving 
behind his bag containing his 
work diary, other work-related 
documents and £40 in cash 
belonging to the local authority 
during a joint home visit with a 
health visitor in December 2012. 

He was also accused of failing 
to take any action to retrieve the 
bag, or inform a manager of a 
possible data protection breach, 
once he was made aware of his 
error. 

In his witness statements 


presented to the Care Council, Mr 
Whittaker - who was dismissed 
from his role in May 2013 
following an internal investigation 
- accepted that he had left the bag 
following the visit, but claimed he 
was unsure if the diary which 
contained the sensitive 
information and money was in it. 

He also disputed that he did 
little to retrieve the bag once made 
aware of his mistake, insisting that 
he had made arrangements for the 
service user to return it to him 
during a meeting being held two 
days after the incident. 

He further argued that no policy 
or guidance, expressly setting out 
the procedures employees should 
follow in the event of a data 
protection breach, was made 
available to him by his employers 
and that he was therefore unaware 
that it was his duty to inform a 
manager. 

However, the committee found 
the facts of both charges proven in 
their entirety, drawing attention to 
the fact that Mr Whittaker had 
admitted on four separate 
occasions during the local 
authority’s own investigation that 
the diary - which contained 
information about 16 separate 
families - had been in the bag. 

The committee also found that. 


despite his claims, Mr Whittaker 
would have been made aware of 
his responsibilities by the job 
description and data protection 
guidance provided to him on 
employment. 

The code of practice for social 
care workers also specifically 
states that social care workers 
must respect confidential 
information. 

Having agreed that Mr 
Whittaker’s actions breached 
several sections of the code, the 
committee found misconduct 
proven. 

Imposing its sanction, 
committee chair Islwyn Jones 
said: “The committee considered 
the risk posed to individuals who 
use services due to the failure to 
keep their confidential 

information secure was 
significant. 

“Only a removal order will be 
appropriate because of the 
registrant’s lack of insight, the 
period of time he has had to reflect 
on his conduct and his continued 
failure to accept any responsibility 
for his actions.”

How 300 Dinas men 
served in Great War 


MORE than 300 
men from Dinas 
Powys, a village 
which then had a 
population of just 
2,000, either 
volunteered or were 
conscripted to fight 
in the First World 
War. 

Of those, some 38 lost 
their lives and are 
remembered on the war 
memorial in the village 
square. 

The Battle of the 
Somme began 100 years 
ago on July 1,1916, 
lasted 141 days and over 
one million men from all 
sides were killed or 
wounded. Every 
community in Great 
Britain - and many from 
nations of the Empire - 
was scarred by the 
horrific losses. Dinas 
Powys and Michaelston- 
le-Pit lost a total of nine 
young soldiers. 

Two, Richard Kitch 
and Bill Trench were 
killed on the first day. 

Both were originally 
from the West Country 
but moved to the area to 
find farming work. They 
had joined the 9th 
Devonshire Regiment in 
late 1914, had trained for 
almost a year and 
survived the Battle of 
Loos in 1915. They were 
part of an attack at 
Mansel Copse near 
Mametz and were mown 
down, along with 150 
comrades as they went

Their graves are 
within yards of one 
another in the 
Devonshire Cemetery, in 
a section of their old 
front line trench, a place 
today of serenity and 
beauty, but which 100 
years ago, was a hell on 
earth. 

George Wright was 
just 17 when he lost his 
life 10 days later. He had 
joined the 16th ‘Cardiff 
City’ Battalion when 
underage in 1914, and 
was part of the notorious 
attack on Mametz Wood. 
The wood was 
eventually taken, but 
with a loss of 4,000 
casualties, who are 
remembered today at the 
Mametz memorial, 
erected in 1987. 

David Pearce of 
Eastbrook was one of 
four brothers who served 
in the war, but the only 
one to lose his life. He 
was a lance-corporal in 
the 2nd Regiment of 
South African Infantry 
but was killed at Delville 
Wood on July 18, 
alongside every officer 
of the regiment on that 
day. 

Many of the bodies of 
those who died, 
including David’s, were 
never identified and they 
are remembered at the 
imposing Thiepval 
Memorial in Trance. 

Two brothers. Trank 
and John Peachey-Lewis 
were from Crickhowell, 
but with their family.

later moved to Penarth. 
The younger of the two. 
Prank, was in the 113th 
Siege Battery of the 
Royal Garrison Artillery, 
a territorial unit which 
trained at Lavemock. 
John was a corporal in 
the 89th Company of the 
Machine Gun Corps. 

Its high casualty rate 
earned it the nickname 
of the ‘suicide squad’. 
The boys died three 
months apart; Prank 
(also remembered at 
Thiepval) on July 18 and 
John (buried at the 
London Cemetery, 
Longueval), on October 
18. Their mother lived at 
Bay Tree cottage in 
Dinas. 

Arthur Blackmore 
was a baker, living in 
Britway Road in the 
village. He was one of 
three brothers who 
fought. He joined the 
10th Battalion of the 
Royal Pusiliers and 
fought at Pozieres Ridge, 
where he lost his life in 
August. He too is 
remembered at Thiepval. 

Young Harry White 
lived with his family in 
Railway Terrace, and 
like Prank Peachey- 
Lewis, served in the 
113th Siege Battety. 
Aged 18, he died in 
August just one month 
after arriving in Prance 
and is buried at the 
Peronne Road Cemetery, 
together with 
Penarthians and fellow 
members of the battery. 
Sergeant Major Tom 
Bartlett and Sergeant 
John Regan. 

The last of the Dinas 
and Michaelston men to 
die at the Somme was 
20-year-old Griffith 
Edwin Rhys Thomas, 
who was originally from 
Dyserth in Plintshire. 

Por whatever reason, 
his name was not 
included on the Dinas 
Powys Memorial, but 
was added with another 
(John Spear) by the 
Community Council in 
2015. He died in the 
attack on High Wood in 
the Battle of Piers 
Courcellette and is also 
remembered at Thiepval. 

So we remember nine 
brave young men, who, 
like so many others from 
Penarth and Barry, and 
across Great Britain and 
the former Empire, lost 
their lives at the Somme 
100 ago.

Bronze Age ‘beaker folk’ 

links near Bridgend... 


LOCAL historian Brian Keitch has written 
about Merthyr Mawr before in The GEM 
(the mystery of New Inn), and this time he 
turns his attention to the Bronze Age. 
WELL, I wonder if anybody came up 
with the answer to the mystery of the New 
Inn - any bones or booty? 

Just down the road beyond Merthyr Mawr lie the 
huge sand dunes that stretch across to Newton 
Nottage where lie clues to a long-lost civilisation 
that might have been every bit as macabre as the 
exploits of Cap Coch. 

Over the centuries, artefacts dating back 
thousands of years keep emerging in the dunes - 
especially when the coastline is subject to gales, and 
so disturbing the ancient relics buried therein. 

Just as the shifting sands choked the town of 
Cynffig, so the dunes in between have encased 
evidence of human occupation back to the Bronze 
Age and quite likely before that. 

While wandering around the dunes it may be a 
good idea to keep an eye on the sands beneath your 
feet. Just as burial mounds or cairns lie below the 
surface so - when the winds permit - ancient 
artefacts emerge from their secret hiding place 
where they have lain for thousands of years. 

Among the many finds that have emerged over 
the years are flints for arrowheads and tools, beakers 
used for burial purposes (hence the ‘beaker folk’), 
polished artefacts, brooches and knives. A square- 
socketed axe found at a Bronze Age settlement in the 
dunes suggests that the inhabitants had connections 
with Brittany, as the items are quite common there. 

It goes without saying that any such ancient 
artefacts found in this district should be brought to 
the attention of institutions such as the National 
Museum of Wales (which already has a Merthyr 
Mawr collection) as each discovery is another clue 
to the nature of habitation all those millennia ago. 

Unfortunately it is known that some gold items 
found in the 19th century were melted down for their 
metal value and so lost to future generations forever. 

This area is not a prospecting area, but a valuable 
site - rare in Europe - which holds treasures of the 
past for future generations to learn from. 

Some of the documented finds from the Merthyr 
Mawr sand dunes include - in 1901 - the mound 
‘Twmpath Mawr’. This was excavated and found to 
be an ancient burial place containing six or more 
skeletons of various ages - including two young 
children - found in a crouched position. 

Three of the adults were buried with decorated 
beakers together with such possessions as flints and 
knives. This suggests that these beaker folk lived 
here from about 2,000 to 1,500 BC. 

Of special interest was a brooch of the ‘La Tene’

type, named after similar finds originating from 
Switzerland. This artefact suggests the occupation 
of the site dated from between 400 and 300 BC. 

There seems to be a considerable amount of inter¬ 
mixing of remains in the drifting sands. In 1937 two 
mounds were excavated by Sir Cyril Fox near Coity 
which revealed burials of the Bronze Age and 
showed evidence of the use of coal as a fuel. 

There are coalfield outcrops in this district so 
despite the presence of ample timber, the qualities of 
this fossil fuel go back to time immemorial. 

What is of considerable interest is the surprisingly 
high standard of craftsmanship which the natives 
brought with them. It is most likely that these 
nomadic people found their way here from other - 
warmer - climes in Europe, either by the land bridge 
which existed before the British Isles became isles, 
or by sea. One wonders what risk there was in 
navigating the Atlantic storms in presumably very 
basic boats to make landfall in south Wales. 

The Vale has dozens of cairns across its 
landscape, many of which have not been excavated. 
There is, therefore, much more to discover by and 
for future generations of amateur archaeologists, 
though hopefully not bedevilled by the curse of 
metal detectorists, who remove items without any 
reference to the overall context of the site. 

Though not quite as common as in the Vale, there 
are many similar tumuli found on the tops of the hills 
of the Blaenau. 

The one curse, at least for the inhabitants of 
Merthyr Mawr were the sands themselves. Cynffig 
was once an important port and borough which 
Leland, touring through south Wales in 1539, 
described as a village on the east side of the River 
Kenfig and a castle, both in ruins and almost 
“...chocked and devoured with the sands that the 
Severn Sea casteth up.” 

There is an excellent website covering in much 
detail the story of Cynffig by Cymdeithas 
Cynffig/Kenfig Society. Again, who knows what 
lies beneath the sands east of Porthcawl. 

Excavations have been undertaken on the castle at 
Cynffig - but trying to keep the site free of sand on 
a windy day while trying to plot the excavation is a 
trying task indeed! 

Apart from the appearance of relics from 
thousands of years ago, larger lumps of human 
existence have been found in the locality including 
carved stones such as the Conbelanus Stone and the 
Arthmael Stone (found near Ogmore Castle). 

The Conbelanus Stone, like many others found in 
the area, is not complete, having been broken some 
time in the past. It has the following inscription: 
“Conbelanus placed this cross for his (own) soul and 
that for his brother and for that of his father. It was 
prepared by me Scitoc.” 

Another stone, the Dobitaucus Stone reads: “In 
the name of God the Father, and of his Son, the Holy 
Spirit, Dobitaucus prepared this cross for his soul 
and of his father...” 

One wonders what indeed still remains beneath 
our feet. Modern building developments often 
unearth otherwise unknown treasures such as the 
lost Roman villa at Llandough, two large polished 
flint and Pembrokeshire quartz diorite axe heads 
found during the construction of Ysgol Erw’r Delyn 
in Penarth, or chance finds like the hoard of coins 
found by Storrie (of Llantwit Major Roman villa and 
St Baruch’s Chapel, Barry Island fame) on Sully 
Moors. 

Much depends of course on the contractor’s 
ability to recognise such items in the mud. Sensible 
members of the public who know what to look for 
can also provide invaluable assistance in securing 
items from the past, and another piece of an endless 
jigsaw puzzle. 

Next, there is a small matter of invaders - from 
Rome. We are still trying to establish exactly where 
Bovium lies.

film, an effort (and that 
is most certainly what it 
is) that falls flat with 
precision, and feels tired, 
lazy and lame. 

McCarthy is capable 
of doing more than this, 
but seems drawn to life's 
loudmouths and 
cantankerous characters 
and her mugging and 
reliance on poorly-aimed 
jokes feels worn out 
here. McCarthy wrote 
this with her husband 
Ben Falcone (who also 
directs). He also 
directed her in 2014’s 
Tammy, another 
drastically unfunny 
‘comedy’ that saw the 
actress bring to life 
another character with 
almost no amount of 
empathy or facets that 
would make her 
likeable, or even 
tolerable, to the 
audience. 

It seems the pair 
enjoy mining this 
particular type of 
character, but it makes 
for a less-than-enjoyable 
viewing experience, the 
94-minute running time 
feeling almost three 
times that, as the 
loosely-plotted story 
unfurls itself. 

It is a shame as there 
is a strong comedic cast 
working underneath 
McCarthy who are all 
capable of better things, 
whether it is Bell’s put- 
upon PA, Tyler Labine 
as Claire’s love interest, 
right down to Peter 
Dinklage’s chastened 
Renault (easily the best 
thing here) and Timothy 
Simons’ assistant. A 
quality cast for a 
comedy, but one that is 
wasted by overly 
lowbrow and 
lackadaisical humour. 

There is a semblance 
of plot in how Michelle 
deals with life on the 
outside once she has 
been released, and how 
her relationship with 
Claire both makes her 
realise what’s important 
and equally strengthens 
Claire’s belief in her 
own abilities within the 


business world, but there 
is scant regard for 
allowing to it play it 
with any semblance of 
surprise or freshness. 

It is as if McCarthy 
and Falcone are just 
moving the character 
around to suit the story 
and leaving as much 
space as possible for 
McCarthy to fit in her 
comedy stylings. 
Whether it is an incident 
with a particularly rare 
breed of fish, an overly- 
bouncy sofa bed or just 
in her interactions with 
the other characters, 
Michelle is a grotesque 
creation, the humour 
around her all too 
familiar and telegraphed 
from a mile away. 

She is also hugely 
unlikeable as a 
character; even the most 
awful characters, when 
played for laughs, need 
some chink of light, 
something for the 
audience to engage with. 
Here, Michelle is 
written, and portrayed, 
with no regard for that, 
instead hoping that the 
fact she makes us laugh 
is a redeeming quality 
enough - her failure to 
do makes her infuriating 
rather than intriguing. 

You can imagine that 
this is the sort of film 
that, were the genders 
reversed, Kevin James 
would make - it has all 
the hallmarks of one of 
his unamusing, painful 
films right down to the 
shoddy computer effects, 
dislikeable characters 
and inability to raise 
even a titter. There is 
little hope for James, he 
found his groove a long 
time ago and is more 
than happy to be 
churning out rubbish that 
(sadly) audiences seem 
more than willing to 
gobble up. 

Melissa McCarthy 
always seemed that she 
had more to her than just 
echoing the footsteps of 
James - with The Boss, 
it seems like it may be 
too late to rescue her 
from the same fate. 

VERDICT: An awful 
film led by a unlikeable 
character and featuring 
some truly mediocre 
attempts at humour, 
there is nothing to 
recommend about The 
Boss at all. If you like 
Melissa McCarthy’s cast 
of grotesques then you’ll 
probably enjoy this film 
- if you have any film 
taste whatsoever, you’ll 
dismiss it as the rubbish 
it is. Avoid at all costs.

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LIFE OF A BARRY GP WHO BROUGHT 
THE TOWN INTO THE 20th CENTURY 


IN last week^s 
GEM, Laurie Owen 
told the story of Dr 
Neale, Barry^s first 
GP, who had the 
task of improving 
health at the turn of 
the century - a time 
when Barry was 
expending very 
rapidly. 

This week, he talks 
about the other GP 
who was 
instrumental in 
Barry^s growth.... 
PERCY 

WHEELER KENT 
(1870-1953), was 
born in St Albans, 
Herts, and by the 
time he was 10, his 
parents Thomas 
and Emily had six 
sons and a 
daughter. 

His father was a 
brewer/maltster and a 
churchwarden and he 
must have been 
successful, because they 
had two servants caring 
for them. By 1891, and 


with two more brothers, 
Percy was recorded as a 
medical student, but 
still living at home. He 
then qualified MRCS 
(Eng), LRCP (London) 
in 1895 and took his 
DPH (Cambridge) 
seven years later. 

In 1899, he married 
Martha Cook and was 
already working with 
Dr Edward Trehame; 
then in the census just 
two years later. Dr Kent 
was living at his surgery 
at 159 Holton Road in 
partnership with Dr 
Treharne, who was 
living at Cadoxton 
House. 

Records show that 
the four houses 
numbered 157,159, 161 
and 163 Holton Road 
were earlier known as 
Glebe Terrace, with 159 
named ‘Amo House’ 
after the first steam ship 
to enter the Docks. 
Number 161 was named 
‘Rathordan’ and 163 
with its distinct 
architecture was ‘The 
Towers’. 

As a matter of 
interest, this 1901 
census recorded that 


next door to Dr Kent at 
No.161 was the 
‘Voluntary Hospital’, 
with Amy Evans as its 
secretary and 
superintendent, caring 
for 12 patients with two 
nurses and two servants. 

Longstanding Barry 
residents may think that 
the Amy Evans Hospital 
had always been on the 
opposite side of Holton 
Road, but in fact it did 
begin its life at 161 in 
1895. 

In 1903, Miss Amy 
Evans secured the larger 
property opposite the 
police station and was 
seeking help from the 
public to raise funds. 

Indeed, Dr Kent said 
in the local paper that 
£1,300 was needed, so 
he sent little notes to 
every house, asking for 
donations and many 
sent what they could 
afford, some with 3d, 
some sixpence and even 
shillings. 

In 1899, Barry 
Nursing Association 
built a ‘Nurses Home’ 
in Woodlands Road at a 
cost of £1,750, naming 
it the ‘Victoria Jubilee 



Nurses Home’ to 
commemorate the 
Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee. It would be 
another 20 years before 
a ‘Maternity and Child 
Welfare Hospital’ would 
be built. 

After the death of Dr 
Treharne in 1905, Dr 
Kent was in a 
partnership known as 
‘Powell and Kent’ with 
its surgery and his home 
named ‘Springbank’ at 
13 Porthkerry Road. 

The local press in 
1901 had reported that 
Dr Kent was to leave Dr 
Treharne to take on a 
practice in London, but 
within two years he was 
back, assuming that he 


did in fact leave. 

As schools medical 
officer, he was very 
concerned at the level 
of decay in children’s 
teeth and fully intended 
to carry on the work 
that Dr Neale had begun 
in 1888. 

Eollowing the 
resignation of Dr 
George Neale in 1914, 
Dr Kent assumed the 
role of Medical Officer 
of Health (MOH) and 
was also in charge of 
the Accident Hospital 
and the ‘school clinic’ 
adjacent to it. A year 
later he would become 
the superintendent of 
the Infectious Diseases 
Hospital on Colcot 
Road and the Port 
Authority MOH at a 
total salary of £600 pa. 

Medical records 
show that in 1914, the 
population had grown to 
34,726, with 895 births 
and 175 deaths of 
children under 15, 
including 89 under 12 
months. 

In December 1915, 
Dr Kent was leaving for 
‘active service’ and 
surprisingly, after much 


WORK CONTINUES ON PENARTH 
MEMORIAL FOR ROYAL MARINE 


THE Vale Council 
and the family of 
Royal Marine, Paul 
Woodland, who was 
tragically killed 
while on a training 
exercise with the 
Special Boat Service 
in October 2012, are 
close to agreeing a 
permanent 
memorial to Mr 
Woodland to be 
located in Penarth. 

Coun Neil Moore, 
Leader of the Vale 
Council stated: “The 
council is justifiably 
proud of its armed forces 
personnel and since 
receiving the request 
from Mr Woodland’s 
family to have his name 


included on the local 
cenotaph, we have been 
working hard to secure 
an alternative and 
suitable permanent 
memorial in Penarth, 
recognising Mr 

Woodland and other 
armed forces personnel 
who lose their lives 
whilse serving with Her 
Majesty’s armed forces. 

“I am extremely 
pleased for Mr 
Woodland’s family that 
we are now close to 
realising this aim.” 

Sian Woodland, Paul’s 
fiance said: “Eirstly, I 
would like to thank all 
people and parties for the 
support they have given 
our family with 
attempting to get Paul 
recognised within his 
community. With 


various attempts at 
getting his name 
recognised on the local 
cenotaph, we have now 
come to understand that 
this wasn’t the right 
approach to take and we 
realise that the war 
memorial is there to 
honour the local fallen 
who were killed in 
conflicts like the Eirst 
and Second World Wars. 

“Secondly, I would 
like to thank the Leader 
of the Council, and Coun 


Gwyn John, who 
answered my heartfelt 
letter and last plea in 
attempting to get Paul 
remembered within 
Penarth. We decided as a 
family, a local tribute to 
all fallen soldiers of 
Penarth and Vale would 
be fantastic. 

“Coun John graciously 
replied with excitement 
and positivity to help us 
erect a memorial, in the 
near future. We are so 
thankful to the Vale 


Council and to all 
involved. The project is 
in very early stages but 
we are looking forward 
to the end result.” 

Paul’s mother added: 
“This memorial will 
mean the world to me as 
Paul’s mother and not 
only recognising Paul 
and the dedication he had 
to his country, but to be 
able to honour all local 
fallen heroes of Penarth 
and the Vale and the 
dedication they gave.” 


Memories of 
the PS Barry 


BARRY at War 
history group will 
host an introduction 
to the tribute and 
remembrance for 
the PS Barry on 
Sunday, June 26 at 
the Barry Island 
Railway Station 
museum from 
1pm - 3pm.

A paddle steamer built 
for pleasure and tripping 
along and crossing the 
Bristol Channel, she 
sailed and served during 


World War One as far as 
Gallipoli and is noted as 
one of the last vessels to 
leave Sulva Bay. 

She entered the Great 
War under her own name 
of Barry and ended as 
Barryfield, one of her 
many name changes. 
This time it was to avoid 
confusion with the then 
battle ship USS Barry 
that had joined in. 

She returned to 
pleasure steaming trips 
as a civilian and was 
called to arms again for 
her country in World War 
Two. She survived 
Dunkirk but was lost on 
July 5, 1941. The 
paddler was on mine¬ 
sweeping duties in the 
North Sea and was lost to 
an enemy air attack, and 
is now a war grave.

discussion, it was 
agreed that he would be 
paid his full salary 
while away. 

Very little is known 
about his active service, 
but the London Gazette 
of 1912/13, reported 
that he was a lieutenant 
in the 2nd Welsh Eield 
Ambulance of the Royal 
Army Medical Corps, 
which was likely to 
have been the Territorial 
Army. 

On his return, the 
year 1919 seems to 
have been concerned 
with finally securing a 
home for the Barry 
Maternity and Child 
Welfare Hospital, after a 
long campaign. In 
June, the council were 
offered the old 
Woodland Hotel for 
£1,500 and £55 pa 
ground rent, but this 
was initially deemed 
excessive, yet by 
November they had 
agreed to proceed. 

Dr Kent and his wife 
Martha were a social 
couple and records 
show that in 1896, he 
played pianoforte at a 
concert and dance in the 
Wenvoe schoolroom in 
aid of funds for Reading 
Rooms in the village. 


Again in 1903, he 
was the pianist at the 
Theatre Royal, 

Cadoxton in aid of St 
Cadoc’s Parish Church 
and both he and his 
wife attended the Barry 
Rifle Club dance at 
Gulley’s Hotel on Dock 
View Road. 

Mrs Kent featured in 
amateur theatricals and 
was on the committee 
when arranging Barry 
Hockey Club dances. 

Dr Kent took on 
secretarial duties for the 
Barry Rowing Club and 
he was also a keen 
cricketer for many years 
at Barry Island CC, 
acting as vice president 
for a while. 

An interesting tale in 
the records of Dr J H 
Williams described the 
system existing in the 
early days when 
patients called out the 
GP at night. 

In the door frame of 
his home was a 
mouthpiece which the 
patient would blow into, 
causing a whistle to 
travel down the flexible 
tubes to the bedside of 
the sleeping doctor. 

Known as ‘sleeping 
tubes’, the dazed doctor 
would then speak down 


the tube to the waiting 
patient at the front door. 

This would initially 
save him stumbling 
along corridors in the 
dark, as they only had 
gas lamps at the time. 
Sometimes, the caller 
would find the whole 
episode so spooky that 
they departed the scene 
with some haste. 

An entry in Kelly’s 
Directory of 1923 
showed that Dr Kent 
was living at St Helier, 
Romilly Road, and was 
still the MOH of Barry 
and the Port Authority, 
superintendent of the 
hospitals and the 
schools’ medical officer. 

After a long and 
fulfilling career. Dr 
Kent retired in 1935, 
and at some point he 
and his wife moved to 
10 Park Road, where he 
died in 1953. 

One consolation 
which his late colleague 
Dr George Neale did 
not have, was that he 
was still alive when the 
Glamorgan County 
Council honoured them 
both by naming the 
Hospital on Colcot 
Road the “Neale and 
Kent”.

second in the group. 

Pre-match there was 
little concern about 
topping the group; rather 
the emphasis was on 
putting in a performance 
that showcased their 
talent and unity, having 
been brave but falling 
slightly short of the high 
standards set in 
qualifying for this 
tournament thus far.

and lacking ideas, 
seemed out of it. 

It wouldn’t be Wales 
at the Euros without 
Gareth Bale on the 
scoresheet, and though 
he spumed several 
opportunities over the 
course of the evening, 
his delicately chipped 
effort, that capped the 
scoring off for the 
Welsh, was just rewards 
for the Real Madrid 
forward, whose 
endeavour in the 
previous games has been 
unquestionable. 

In such an exceptional 
performance, picking out 
certain players seems 
harsh on the rest, but 
Aaron Ramsey finally 
showed his class to 


match his work rate, Joe 
Allen reinforced his 
position as the best

Whoever they end up 
facing, it’s worth noting 
the words of Chris 
Coleman, who, basking 
in the glory of such an 
incredible victory, said: 
“We have to see who we 
get next but we play 
with no fear. When we 
play like that, why 
should we have any 
fear?” And it is a good 
point. With Wales on 
form like this, and with 
momentum firmly at 
their backs, the 
opposition on Saturday 
will no doubt be fearing 
the might of the dragon's 
roar. 

Anything is possible - 
and with the backing of 
a proud nation, and 
thousands of vociferous 
supporters in Prance, 
there is no end to what 
this group an achieve.

‘WE DON’T

TOO FAR AWAY’ 

Series is lost, 
but Wales have 
final chance 
to claim 
that elusive 
Kiwi scalp 


^ ^IT was 

physical out 
there and we 
took it to them, but 
they have been 
absolutely 
ruthless,” was 
Wales head coach 
Warren Gatland’s 
frank summing-up 
at the end of a 
pulsating second 
test at the Westpac 
stadium in 
Wellington. 

Sadly, it again ended 
in 36-22 defeat and the 
loss of the series to 
world champions New 
Zealand, with one test 
still to go on the short 
tour to the land of the 
long white cloud. 

Some may have 
dismissed it as merely 
the latest in a long line 
of heroic Welsh failures 

- following a now 
familiar pattern of 
spirited early effort 
finally overcome by 
relentless All Black pace 
and power - an almost 
exact repeat of the 39-21 
outcome in the first test 
at Auckland the previous 
week. 

There is some truth in 
this, of course - for just 
as in the first clash, 
Gatland’s battling young 
troops had performed 
heroics for all of an hour 

- before being hit by a 
rapid-fire onslaught of 
tries that in the blink of 
an eye, took the clinical 
All Blacks almost out of 
sight. 

There was a crucial 
difference, however. In 
Auckland, the Welsh 
challenge had foundered 
through a combination 
of ring rustiness, 
unforced errors and 
fatigue - during which 
they had conceded four 
tries in the second half, 
and managed only three 
points from a penalty 
kick. 

On Saturday, Wales 
competed strongly to the 
end, enjoying 58 per 
cent of territory, 
compared to 41 per cent 
in the first test. They 
also had the first and last 
word by opening the 
scoring, then answering 
the All Blacks with two 
late tries of their own 
and, arguably, finishing 
the stronger. 

Wales had drawn first 
blood through Dan 
Biggar’s boot in a 
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ferocious opening half 
when no quarter was 
asked or given on either 
side. New Zealand 
replied through a try 
converted by outside 
half Aaron Cruden, who 
added a penalty to make 
the score 10-3, before 
departing injured 
(opposing centres Jamie 
Roberts and Malakai 
Eekitoa were also to be 
involved in a bloody 
collision). 

One minute before 
halftime, lock Alun Wyn 
Jones completed a well- 
worked move by 
popping up far out to go 
over in the comer for a 
morale-boosting try, 
converted by Biggar, to 
level the score at 10-10. 

In the first test, Wales 
had been undone in the 
final stages, but on this 
occasion they were 
suddenly hit by a typical 
All Black three-try burst 
after the changeover that 
rocketed the score to 31- 
10 in just eight minutes. 

When New Zealand 
added a fifth touchdown, 
for the scoreboard to 
read 36-10 with 15 
minutes still remaining 
on the clock, Welsh 
resistance appeared all 
but extinguished and 
followers were braced 
for even worse to come. 

To their credit, 
though, heads refused to 
go down and in fact it 
was the Wales tourists 
who were to complete 
the scoring, with the All 
Blacks denied by a foot 
in touch at the death. 

Thankfully, a brilliant 
individual try by Liam 
Williams and a 
determined touchdown 
by centre Jonathan 
Davies, one converted, 
made the final margin a 
more respectable 36-22 
and gave hope for the 
final attempt to claim 
that elusive Kiwi scalp 
in the third test at 
Dunedin this Saturday. 

Gatland proudly 
acknowledged as much, 
saying: “We don’t think 
we are too far away. At 
the very highest level, 
it’s all about small 
margins and that’s where 
they are ahead of us. We 
will go to Dunedin 
feeling that we have 
improved from the first 
test and that we can do 
better.”
